Bll DAMAGE 10 CROPS 


Winder, Ga., September 10.—Fol- 


lowing the rains of the past week 
crops in this section have suffered a 


10 per cent damage. It is estimated 
by a number of prominent farmers 
that the damage will be greater than 
that. Cotton was just beginning to 
open and most of the bottom bolls 


that were cracked began to sour and 
rot. The boll weevil has been found 
in most cotton fields, and though he 
has done very little damage up té 
the time the rains set in, it is feared 
now that the damage from this insect 
will be more than can be predicted at 


aes 


present. Poison has been used in a 
number of fields where the weevil has 
been found, but this was washed off 
by the continuous rains and didn't 
have very much effect. 

The corn crop in this county is un- 
usually late and about half of what 
is normally planted. This crop is 
looking good and promises a good 
yield, but the winds that accompanied 
the rains have caused a lot of it to 
fall down, damaging the ears consid- 


erably. What fodder that has been 
pulled, although a small quantity, has 
been ruined. Hay crops and forage 
crops are in fine condition, and ready 
for mowing. With a few days of 
dry weather this crop will be har- 
vested and out of the way. This 
county made last year over 12, 

bales of cotton, with the present out- 
look of a crop this year of about 


10,000 bales.

The market opened easy at a de- 
cline of 53 to 72 points under selling 
orders which seemed to come from all 
directions, evidently influenced by the 
government crop estimate published 
after the close of the New York mar- 
ket Saturday. 

Liverpool Weakness. 

Weakness in Liverpool served to 
Strengthen the bearish view of the 
figures, and the market was under 
heavy pressure in early trading.
